Art in Public Places program

Established In 1985, and amended in 2002, the Art in Public Places
program ordinance provides for the inclusion of art in municipal
construction projects or other municipally owned, leased or rented property
to enhance the aesthetic quality of public places in the City of Austin.

Eligible projects include:
= All New Building Construction
= Building Remodeling (i.e., structural changes, rehabilitation, or restoration)
= Decorative or Commemorative Structures
= Parkland Acquisition
= Park Development
= Parking Facilities
= Street improvements (other than street repair and reconstruction)
= Streetscape improvements
= Bridges
= Water or Wastewater treatment facilities (not to exceed $300,000)
= Other appropriate projects as recommended by the AIPP Panel and Arts
Commission and approved by the City Council on a case-by-case basis
